and tensile strength coefficients, wherein the seed layer material is selected from 
applicants' claimed Markush group. 

While the prior art of record disclose Ti based seed layers under CrMo primer 
layers, the prior art of record fail to teach or render obvious a selection of primer and 
seed layers meeting the claimed property and material limitations recited above.
